On theday of the wedding the presents
are lald out in rows on tables, amd an
auctioneer, paid for the purpose. attends
and valoes at a cash rate everything that
has been presented.  Receipts in due
form are given, and in case the gift is
not the payment of a debt similarly in-
curred, a return of similar value is ex-

woted when a marriage takes place in
the family of the donor. By this plan
the drain on resources of families for
wedding presents is, in some measure,
made good by o return, for among the
Welsh the same kind of article is, if pos-
sible, returned when parment is request-
ed, 50 that he who gives a pickle dish
receives a pickle dish, and to prevent a
multiplicivy of pickle dishes a consulta-
tion of neighbors is generally held, at
which the gifts to be made nre deter-
mined.

Among the wedding presents, how-
| ever, there is often one which, from its
peculiarity, is observable, Itis a gift
from the groom to the bride, and isin
the form of n small box, to contain such
little trinkets as she may have, Once it
was an invarinble accompaniment of a
wedding, but, like the bidding and the
bidder, it is now falling into disuse, and
is more rarcly seen than even in the
middle of the present century., But
three or four hundred years ago the
wedding casket was as important an ac-
cesgary o the ceremony as the ring.

During the middle ages thers were
among the kings and noblemen of Eu-
rope two kinds of marringes —the one in
which the wife shared the honor of her
husband and her children inherited his
ronk and fortune, if he had any, the
other in which le gave his left hand
during the ceremony: his wife was
merely his legalized companion, her
children could mot inherit his property
and she hersell did not take his name
nor share his rank., Thelatter inarriage
was confirmed the morning after its cel-
cbration by a gift—the morgengabe—
generally of deeds to property, the doc-
uments being inclosed in a small but
valunble box.

In these days the wedding casket was
for the bridegroom n solemn reality, for
he wny expected not only to provide the
caszket, but also to fill it withihie finest
jowels his means could procur, When
thts species of gift was fouhidto be too

much of a tax the jewels were omitted
from the programme, but the bx was
retained and presented, usunllywith a
ginglo pieve of money inside, as synhaolic
of “all the workily goods” with which
the grooni, even to the present day, is
sup wised to endow his bride. —St., Laals

The writ was granted and the court |
decided that the trial of Indians for
such offenses must be by the terri-
torial courts and issuned an order re-
turning all Tadians to their reserva-
tions who were serving sentences in
United States prisons under sentence
from our United States courts. Three
of the prisoners just convicted were
among the number; the other two
were awaiting the execulion of the
death penalty. Now all five will have
to swing, and the same law for the
white man anl| Indian will find an
exen p ification in the enforcen e it of
the death penalty. These cases were
all tried by Judge W, H. Buarnes, who
was holding court for Judge Kibbey
at Florence, which means that there
were no techmical flaws in the
trinl.
